actions do not always seem consistently to 
bear out the policies. 


McNamara said there are three groups 


of 
nations for 
which 
"the 
United 


States—to preserve its own intrinsic 
security—has to have distinctive sets of 
relationships. First, we have to help 
protect those developing countries which 
genuinely need and request our help, and 
which, as an essential precondition—are 
willing and able tc help themselves. 


"Second, we have to encourage and 


achieve a more effective partnership with 
those nations who can and should share 
international peace-keeping responsibili- 
ties. 


"Third -we must do all we realistically 


can to reduce the risk of conflict with 
those who might he tempted to take up 
arms against us." 


McNamara pointed out the inescapable 


relationship between the 
economically 


underprivileged nations and the incidence 
of violence- The statistics are startling. 
Divided according to World Bank figures 
as to per capita income, only one of the 27 
"rich" nations has had a major internal 
upheaval on its own territory since 1953. 


But among the 38 very poor nation*, there 
have been an average of two major 
outbreaks of violence per country in the 
eight year period. Since the economic gap 
is increasing, and so are the populations in 
the poor countries, the future is bound to 
contain a great deal of violence. 


Clearly McNamara was asking for help 


among the richer nations, although it may 
be quite true that part of his speech also 
was aimed at Saigon, as Senator Nelson 
suggested. "Neither conscience nor sanity 
itself suggests that the United States is, 
should, or could be the global gendarme. 
Quite the contrary, experience confirms 
what human nature suggests: That in most 
instances of internal violence, the local 
people themselves are best able to deal 
directly with the situation within the 
framework of their own traditions. . . . 
Certainly we have no charter to rescue 
floundering regimes, who have brought 
violence on themselves by deliberately 
refusing to meet the legitimate expecta- 
tions of their citizenry." 


Security, according to McNamara. does 


not depend upon "military hardware", 
although that may be important, but 
rather upon development. Nor are Com- 
munists always to blame although he 
pointed out that "Communists are capable 
of subverting, manipulating, and finally 
directing for their own ends, the wholly 
legitimate grievances 
of a 
developing 


society." But "of the 149 serious internal 
insurgencies in the past eight years. 
Communists have been involved in only 58 
of them—38 per cent of the total—and this 
includes 
seven instances ia which a 


Communist regime itself was the target of 
the uprising." 


It was a most remarkable speech. 


Reportedly the Secretary worked on it for 
many days and it was read at the White 
House in advance. It indicates a flexibility 
of mind and a real understanding of the 
problems of American power in today's 
world

McNamara has not shown in his Vietna- 
mese policies. Perhaps he best expressed 
the whole matter himself when he said 
that "all the evidence of history suggests 
that man is indeed a rational animal—but 
with a near infinite capacity for folly."

Dr. Herbert Stahnke. professor of

political oarties 


Last Straw 


Failure of third-party efforts. 


he said, would "be like the last 
straw in terms of doing things 
peacefully."' 


Negroes. 
Carmichael 
said. 


will achieve nothing unless they 
can build a political power base 
—at the local level, whether in a 
rural Southern county or in a 
Northern ghetto. 


The trouble with integration 


efforts, he said, is that the Ne- 
gro is going around begging for 
something. 


"And all we've got is scars," 


he said. 


"SNCC has to give fee Ne- 


groes across the country some- 
thing mat they don't have to beg 
for." he said ""The white people 
in this country want us to re- 
main in a begging state." 


Cotton Fields. Ghettos 


The political system. Carmi- 


chael said, does not provide rep- 
resentation for Negroes in the 
cotton fields and ghettos. 


"One outside the ghetto does 


not speak for and represent 
them.'" he said. 


Carmichael replaced John R- 


Lewis. 26. as titular head of the 
loosely run SNCC. Lewis was 
considerably less active in the 
third-party movement 


Carmichael. born in Trinidad. 


West Indies, is 6-foot-l and 
weighs 170.
